Russell’s honesty and in ty. 

There was one fact which was proven to 
our satisfaction, viz.: that the sum of 
$11,213.30 had been received and handled by 

aj. W. H. H. Russell, belonging to the 
le Corps — and Battalion be- 
tween November 18, 1881, and July 1, 1886. 

Maj. Russell presented an account to the 
court, showing that the sum of $11,213.30 
had been received by him, as above sta 
and the sum of $14,185.43 had been expend 
by him or by persons under his direction 
and authority. Of the tetal sum expended 
by him he presented to the court vouchers 
to the amout of $6465.68, leaving an amount 
of $7719.75 for which he has no vouchers. 

According to the accounts before the court 
Maj. W. H. H. Russell has paid out $2972.13 
more than he has received. 

The court was informed by competent 
testimony that no books of. accounts be- 


had been kept by 
Maj. Russell or by any other —— 
aj. Russell testified that he had private 
memorandum books in which he kept at 
least partial memoranda and accounts of 
moneys ived and disbursed by him be- 
longing to the Eagle Corps. Maj. Russell 
offered to show to the court these private 
memorandum books; offered to allow the 
court in his presence to examine the same 
as long and as intently as they wished, but 
would not allow those books to be taken 
away or retained by the court for other ex- 
amination without his presence. 

A minority of the court believed, and ex- 
p then and there belief and 
Opinion that the court should examine all 
books touching the question under Investi- 
gation, which Maj. Russell offered to 
produce, whether the same were private or 

ublic books, but the majority of the court 

lieved, and the court therefore ruled, 
that the books referred to by Maj. Russell, 
not being books of account belonging to the 
Eagle Orps, should not be examined or 
considered by the court. 

That was a serious error. 

The fact was admitted that there were no 
books of account kept for the benefit or in- 
spection of the Eagle Co 

The reason or excuse of Maj. Russell for 
failing to yoy ta we books and for failing 
to present to 
time, statements of their accounts was, 
that since the Eagle Corps was so deeply in 
debt that it would e discouraged the 
men to know the true state of affairs and 
would have prevented them from attending 
drills, ete., and would finally have broken 
up the Eagle Corps. 

Whatever reason Maj. Russell had or of- 
fered to the court for the course followed 
by him is, in the opinion of the court, un- 
satisfactory and insufficient. If Maj. Rus- 
believed that the Eagle Corps was not in 
a Condition to face the facts, and he was, 
therefore, unwilling to present to them their 
own accounts, he should, at least, have — 
books, and have been prepared to exhibit 
said books whenever either his com- 
mand or finances were such as to justify 
him in presenting all the accounts for in- 
spection. | 

In the opinion of the court, Maj. Russell’s 
reason for failing to present a statement of 
accounts to the le — — is insufficient, 
but, asa reason for failing even to keep 
books of accounts of the financesof the 
mee i Corps, it is virtually no reason at all, 
and is inexusable.

BURNED AT SEA. 


Thrilling Account of the Destruc- 

tion of the Steamer Raiatea— 

Her Crew and Passengers 
Kscape in Open Boats. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, April 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The barkentine City of 
Papeete, which arrived today feom Tahiti, 
brought as passengers the captain and crew 
of the German steamer Raiatea, burned at 
sea February 13th, seventeen days from San 
Francisco for Tahiti. The first news of her 
destruction’ was received here March 17th 
by the Tropic Bird, which sighted the 
burned hulk February 16th. Ever since the 
greatest anxiety has prevailed here regard- 
ing the fate of those aboard. Capt. Viereck, 
of the Ralatea, today related the following 
story of the vessel’s burning: On February 
13th fire was discovered in a room occupied 
by the second engineer. All efforts to ex- 
tinguish the fire with water were unavaiF 
ing. Almost as soon as the flames were dis- 
covered they burst out and enveloped that 
part of the steamer where the fire origina- 


E hile some of the crew were fighting 
e 


fire others lowered two boats. The 
largest lifeboat was in the midst 
of the flames and could mot 
be saved. Within fifteen minutes of the 
discoyery of the fire the kerosene on the 
deck was in flames, and it was impossible 
to remain on the vessel. Every one got 
into the boats. There were thirteen in one 
and elevenin the other. The fire was so 
sudden that no one was able to save any- 
thing. The ship’s boats were always kept 
visioned, otherwise those who escaped 

n them would have. starved to death. 
There was intense suffering from heat and 
lack of water. When all were nearly dead 
from exhaustion, after five days’ exposure 
in the o boats, Remgiro Island, one of 
the Toumutu group, was sighted. Here the 
refugees remained twelve days, being 
kindly cared for by the natives. ‘Thence in 
a small cutter the reached Tahiti, 190 
miles distant. J. D. Priel, one of the pas- 
sengers on the Raiatea, died the day after 
the boats left the burning vessel. His 
death resulted from injuries received in 
bein 4 through a bullseye of the ves- 
sel while being rescued.

Bunt ix, April 16.—[Copyrighted by the 
New York Associated Press, 1887.) Prince 
Bismarck will return to Berlin in time to be 
present at the debate in the Reichstag on 
the financial proposals. The project before 
the Bundesrath asking for a supplementary 
military credit, covers simply the purposes 
already agreed upon and ha’ no war char- 
acter. It will pass the Reichstag without 
active opposition. It will be otherwise, 
however, with the taxation reforms. and 


especially. with the proposed tax on the 
consumption of spirits and sugars. The 
statement published about the nature of the 
proposals is doubtful. The bills were only 
sent to the Bundesrath today. 

The budget estimate of the spirit duty for 
the cugrent year is that it will yield 38,000,- 
000 marks. Ten years ago it was 35,000,000 
marks. On sugar this year the duty is 
35,000,000 marks, whereas a decade ago it 
was 45,000,000 marks. Thongh it is thus 
made evident that fiscal reforms are neces- 
sary, any proposals that the government may 
propose are certain to arouse sectional oppo- 
sition. The Conservatives are privately 
urging Prince Bismarck to respond to the 
impending Russian customs edicts affecting 
German traders by retaliation in the form 
of an increase of the duties on Russian 
corn. Theother groups in the Reichstag 
have no sympathy with this movement. 
Besides the financial proposals, the legis- 
lative work awaiting the Reichstag includes 
several important developments of Prince 
Bismarck’s social reform scheme. The first 
bill to be considered is the one providin 
for the insuranc® of seamen against acci- 
dents, which has already been sent to a 
committee. It has the ial approval of 
the shipping interests, and will pass without 
trouble. The next bill to come up will be 
the one extending the accident insurance 
law to laborers employed in the construction 
of public works. This will also pass; but 
the government pro Is to amend the law 
relating to industrial occupations, in the 
direction of strengthening the trade gulld 
system, will lead to an energetic collision 
of opinion in the Reichstag. 

On the whole, the prospect for the session 
isthatit will be a busy one, claiming the 
best energies of the parties without the 
worst form of — 15 and likely to 
result in sound practical legislation. 

REMARKABLE BALLOONING, 

Successful experiments have been made 
at Metz with a navigable balloon propelled 
with an electric motor. The Augsburg 
Aligematne Zeitung says the balloon 
is the invention of a German engineer 
named Welker, who for some time 
was employed in America, where he per- 
fected his discovery. The German govern- 
ment, the paper says, has bought the inven- 
tion, paying for it 1,000,000 marks down, and 
another 1,000,000 which is to be pa 
in installments. The speed of the balloon 
exceeds that of a railway train, and it may 
be stopped and directed at will, moving 
against the wind.

SUPERIOR 
Victims, Sherman and Francis Tell 
How They Were Swindled by 
the Slick Confidence Men-—Still 
Going On.

The celebrated gold-brick swindle, whieh 
was reported exclusively in the columns of 
Tux Tiurs at the time of the occurrence, 
was called for trial in Judge Cheney's court 
yesterday morning at 9 0 ‘clock. After 
some delay the following jury was sworn to 
try the cause.

White for G. B. Simpson and George W. 
Glowner for Andy Burns. 
JOHN w. FRANCIS 
sworn: I resided in this city at 43 Pine 
street, and I am 44 years of age, and am 
now Deputy County Assessor. I know G. 
B. Simpson and Andrew Burns. Those are 
the men (pointing to defendants.) They 
did not go under those names. One of them 
(Burns) called himself Johnson. Simpson 
came to me in January and said he knew a 
man who had a gold brick worth $10,000 for 
about $3000. 1 told him that I did not know 
when I could get the money, as I did not 
have that much. He said that he had $500 
which he would put up. Of course I knew 
what the gold gg 3 was, 
but I wa what they 
would do. I made 2 ment to meet 
him that afternoon. I met = of the de- 
fendants at my office.

Simpson had an office 
in the same building and we met in the 
building, at my office, that evening at the 
pointed time. Burns and Simpson were

bridge. We took the cars and went down 
there. It was a dark night and I remarked 
that it was a good night for such work. 
When we gottheer Burns called Charley“ 
several times, but “Charley” did not answer. 
Finally Burns jumped over an embankment 
and disa peared in the bushes. Ina few 
seconds he called to us, and we went to 
him. He was with a man who worea mask. 
He was looking at me through holes cut in 
the mask, and was very much excited. He 
was afraid that the police would capture 
him. He said that he had brought the brick 
17,000 miles, and he did not wish to lose it.

They 
said it weighed forty-three pounds. I lifted 
it for the reason that I-wanted to see how a 
gold brick would feel. The masked man 
was calling to = all the time to keep quiet 
and not b lice down on us.

He had been 
sent to West Point practically by a 
litical accident, and his family, who 
ved down in the little Ohio village 
some few miles below Newark, had no 
means of impressing themselves upon 
the Guvernor. Each new regiment that 
was called out had a dozen aspirants 
for the colonelcy, with social and po- 
litical power to throw into the scale to 
help their ambitions. 
This was then a potent power as 
inst a pure military training. So 
Sheridan’s weeks of application length- 
ened into months and the months 
into a second year, and yet he 
found no employment for his 
military genius higher than looking 
after the rough provender which the 


When his new life and opportunity 
dawned upon him he was still a mem- 
ber of Gen. Halleck's staff. His place 
thereon was not a large one, either. 


The 25th of May, 1862, came, findin 
that this old lawyer General, full o 
cranks and 1 had virtually 
dug his way, ng six weeks of inac- 
tivity, from the fateful field of Shiloh 
to within gunshot of the Confederate 
outposts at Corinth. Each succeeding 
mile, from the day when , 

HALLECK HAD RELIEVED GRANT, 
a new line of earthworks were thrown 
up in an _ over-cautious advance. 
Geaves of brave men dotted the hill- 
sides and valleys. They numbered in 
the aggregate more souls than would 
have been lost in open combat with the 
Confederate army, for it was only half 
the size of that which Halleck had 
gathered to play with upon twenty 
miles of intrenchments—from the 
point where he relieved Gen. Grant of 
command to the Confederate outposts. 
at the railroad center, which ure- 
gard evacuated when Halleck came too 


near. 

Just after the battle of Shiloh Pope’s 
army, which had been operating on the 
Mississippi below Island No. 10, was 
brought up to swell Halleck’s forces. 
Among these troops was the Second 
Michigan Cavalry, and withthe other 
troops it fretted and grew half de- 
moralized ‘with the slow and uncertain 
policy which characterized Halleck’s 
operations after the frightful wrestle 
on the banks of the Tennessee. Its 
colonel, Gordon Granger, was made a 
brigadier-general about this time. He 


been promoted from a captaincy to its 
command while it was stationed in St. 
Louis. His discipline was severe, but 
it made the regiment efficient beyond 
almost any other body of troopers then 
in the service. 

His promotion left it in a condition 
to be very soon demoralized, During 
the few weeks which elapsed before a

Capt. Alger, who afterward became 
a. brigadier-general, has frequently 
spoken to me of the anxieties of that 
ride, when he must have recalled some- 
thing like the lines: 


Ho, pony! down the lonely read,

As each mile was tolled off the hour 
for the Governor’s departure w 
nearer and nearer. It was only thirty- 
five minutes before 20’clock when they 
reached sight of the landing. It was 
within less than hal an hour of the 
leaving time of the boat before Gen. 
Granger's letter was placed in Gov. 
Blair's hands. 

As Gen. Granger had suggested, the 
Governor hesitated. He disliked the 
severity of lar army officers and 
thought their influence over volunteers 
was detrimental rather than effective. 
The condition of the agg was pre- 
sented by Capt. Alger in a few words, 
and both he and Lieut. Walbridge 
strongly urged the force of Gen. Gran- 

r’s recommendations. The Governor, 
with their earnestness.

CONVEY HIM TO MICHIGAN, 
he turned to Gen. John Robertson, his 
adjutant-general, and said :

Prirrspure LANDING, May 25, 1862.—Capt.

This was handed to Capt. Alger and 
e Tennessee, 
and a great soldier had been started on 
his way to fame. 

Capt. Alger and Lieut. Walbridge 
fed themselves and their horses, aud 
as the gathering shades of night drew 
over the battlefield of Shiloh they 
started for an all-night’s ride toward 
the front. It was near daylight when 
the ride was finished. e exertion 
killed Alger’s horse. Mounting another 
he rode to Gen. Granger’s headquarters 
and announced to that officer Capt. 
Sheridan’s appointment. Gen. Granger 
directed him to carry it to Sheri- 
dan, who was some two miles distant 
at Halleck’s headquarters. 
obeyed, and a half hour later met for 
the first time his new colonel and 
future general. He presented him 
with his appointment, and Phil Sheri- 
dan was that morning the happiest 
man in the whole of Halleck’s army. 
The coloneley which Ohio did not give 
her own son had Michigan provided. 
The officers of the staff were immedi- 
ately summoned to celebrate his pro- 
motion.

All of them were on tip- 
toe of expectation to see theirnew com- 
mander. His appearance was not 
}-heroic. He appeared at dress parade 
clad in his regimentals, and looked so 
small that it was with difficulty he was 
seen from one end of the regiment to 
the other. He was then slight of figure 
with short, stumpy legs and quite broad 
shoulders. He every inch a 
soldier, however, and the regiment got 
new life under his direction. He was 
never mustered in as its colonel, and I 
do not think was ever commissioned as 
such, for the demands of the service 
almost immediately called him ana 
raid, during which he fought the battle 


brigadier-general within little more 
than a month from the day when he 
thought the measure of his success was 
full when he was made colonel of the 
Second Michigan Cavalry.
